DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 35-68 (renumbered 1 -34) are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Ohashi (JP 02249707, of record) and Fukuda (JP 
53080602, of record) are directed to pneumatic tire constructions having first and 
second tread materials, wherein said second tread materials have a greater modulus 
and hardness than said first materials and include at least one groove therein. In such 
an instance, however, the prior art references fail to suggest, disclose, or teach the 
claimed, quantitative relationships between the respective moduli at 100 degrees 
Celsius and the respective IRHD hardness values at 100 degrees Celsius.
